More than 4000 refugees from 
McGehee, Dermott, Tiller and the 
surrounding countryside have 
flocked into Monticello where 
churches, schools and _ private 
homes were opened to the home- 
less.

Steam Shovel to Be Used to 
Hasten Removal of Earth 
Pile—Six-Inch Shift Since 
Sunday. 


More than 1,000,000 cubic feet 
of earth may have to be washed 
away from the embankment along 
the west side of Riverview Drive, 
three miles south of Chain of 
Rocks waterworks, to remove the 
danger of a-break in the mains 
through which the city’s entire 
water supply flows to the Baden 
pumping station, Director of Pub- 
lic Utilities Pritchard estimated 
today. 

By borings and rough estimates 
yesterday, city engineers conclud- 
ed that approximately 1,350,000 
cubic feet of earth satuvsated with 
water from recent rains was slip- 
ping on fire clay 40 feet under the 
surface, and slowly pressing down 
toward the two large mains which 
parallel the 60-foot highway on 
the east. 

Six-Inch Shift Since Sunday, 

The borings show that the hill, 
about 75 feet high, consisting 
largely of earth piled there during 
years of shale mining operations 
by the Missouri Portland Cement 
Co., was shifting along a 600-foot 
line.

St. Louis Woman Braves Fivouid 
Alone in Boat to Succor Refugees. 
By the Associated Press. . 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 27.—In 
Southeastern Arkansas and the 
Northern Mississippi delta section 
about 40 towns within a radius of 
less than 100 miles in the twe 
two states were under water. Offi- 
cial reports to Red Cross headquar- 
ters here describe the situation of 
refugees as serious in the extreme. 

Almost hourly new groups of ref- 
ugees are found by relief workers 
as they move by steamer, motorboat 
or plane over the desolated region:. 

North of Helena one group fourd 
on a levee had been without ade- 
quate food for days. Nell Williaris, 
a Red Cross worker from St. Louis, 
was the first to carry succor iv 
them, braving a flood in a motor- 
boat alone at night. 

No reports of new breaks in the 
levees on either the Mississippi or 
the Arkansas rivers were received 
overnight. Henry M. Baker, direc- 
tor of the Red Cross relief, ordered 
16 coast guard motor .craft -om 
Vicksburg to Arkansas City. 

Additional seaplanes for recon- 
noitering and 100 motor launches 
from the coast guard have been 
called for by the director, so that 
all of the stranded may be re- 
moved from levees and promonto. 
ris before the waters begin to re- 
cede and leave the refugees behind 
an impassable sea of mud. 


Mississippi Begins to Rise Again at 
Vicksburg. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 27. — The 
Mississippi River has begun to rise 
again at Vicksburg, Miss., the 
Weather Bureau reported § today, 
having risen five-tenths of a foot 
in 24 hours to the present level of 
54.9 feet. 

The Illinois River was said to 
have reached a stand at Beards. 
town, Ill., at a stage of 256.1 feet 
and is expected by the bureau to 
begin a slow decline. 

Prevailing good weather in the 
lower Mississippi! Valley will con- 
tinue for at least two days, the bu- 
reau’s summary said. 

It gave river stages as of this 
morning as follows: St. Louis, 25.6 
feet, a fall of .6 of a foot; Catro, 
Ill., 62.5 feet, a fall of .8 of a foot:

Recession of the great Mississip- 
pi River flood at Cairo, Ill, and 
below has wiped out the secondary 
crest, which passed St. Louis yes- 
terday, and the stream is falling to- 
day all the way from the head- 
waters to the main crest now ata 
point not far below Helena, Ark., 
and still sweeping toward the gulf. 
The stage here this morning was 
35.6 feet, a fall of six inches from 
yesterday’s crest of 36.1. 

By Sunday the Mississippi is ex- 
pected to be back below the 30-foot 
flood stage at St. Louis and to the 
north, as is the Missouri, all the 
way to its mouth above St. Louis. 
At present there are thousands of 
acres of bottom land and some mi-

BATON ROUGE, La., April 27. 
—The passenger on a Mississippi 
river boat this week, his point of 
vision from 30 to 50 feet higher 
than it would be in normal or low 
water, sees water, woods and then 
more water, most of: the way 
downstream.

growth. 

Along the Arkansas-Mississippi 
section of the river, which the 
express boat, Mobile, traversed 
yesterday, and the Mississippi-Lou- 
isiana and all Louisiana sections, 
seen today, levees stand flanking 
the river, and as often as not with 
considerable bodies of water be- 
hind them. This means, usually, 
not a broken levee, but backwater 
from heavy rains and from tribu- 
tary streams not effectively levee- 
bound. In front of the levees, 
abandoned cabins are half hidden 
by the water. 

Game Driven to Levees. 

Rabbits and larger game have 
been driven to the levees and to 
higher ground back of the river, 


in the vicinity of St. Louis, The 
city has felt some troublesome ef- 


fects of the flood; but has suffered | ter-logged 


comparatively little damage. Dur- 
ing the last 48 hours there has been 
very little change in the gituation 
in this vicinity, <A stage of about 
33.8 here tomorrow is forecast. 

It will be about. 10 days or two 
weeks before the so-called middle 
Mississippi, ‘between St. Louis and 
Cairo, is back below flood stages 
for its full length. The crest of 
the flood in the lower river is not 
expected to reach New Orleans till 
some time in May. 

Gauge Readings. 

Guage readings above St. Louis 
today all showed falls since yester- 
day of .4 to .9 of a foot. They 
were: Keokuk, Ia., 11.6; Hannibal, 
Mo., 13.9; Grafton, Jil.,- 25.3: Al- 
ton, 30.4. Keokuk’s stage is be- 
low the flood mark and Hannibal's 
only .9 of a foot above that level.

Flood conditions have ended in 
the Grand River, in northern Mis- 
sourl, and in the Black River in 
Missouri though not in Arkansas, 
Likewise the St. Francis River {is 
back in its banks until it reaches 
isk, Mo., near Poplar Bluff, but 
below there it remains in a flood. 
which is particularly bad in the 
basin that was submerged by Mis- 
sissipp! levee breaks in the New 
Madrid sector.

Officers of 
the company were summoned on 
charges of contempt preferred by 
the grand jury.

Oseas then 
made known that Swift & Co. and 
the Van Iderstine Co. and numer- 
ous other soap manufacturing com- 
panies had submitted their records. 

Judge Thacher ordered certain 
records produced and held the con- 
tempt charge in abeyance.

I did not qualify, and 
that murderer got by with the light sen- 
tence of one year in State prison. 

Darrow is wrong. All giants have their 
weakness, and his opposition to the death 
penalty is one of his weak points.

BEGIN TEIE WORK NOW. 
Director of Public Safety Brod, speaking at a meet- 
ing of the Delmar-Skimker Improvement Association, 
urged that the work of eliminating the Wabash cross- 
ing at Delmar be begum at once. That is a sensible 
position to take. The controversy over the hejght of 


tual compromise between the city and the Wabash 
has already been reached on the basis of 20 feet. This 
is due to the failure of all parties to agree to that 
comvromise. 

However that may be, it is obviously desirable to 
start work since, irrespective of the terms of the 
forthcoming Missouri Supreme Court decision, a new 
crossing must be built. It is the belief of engineers 
that it is perfectly feasible to lay the foundations 
without knowing whether the ultimate elevation will 
be 18, 20 or 22 feet. That and other preliminary 
work can be done while the Supreme Court decision 
is awaited, at an estimated saving of six months in 
time. 

Messrs. Waldman, Rush, Schmitt and Hald have 
been appointed to form a committee to clear away 
any legal obstacles that may exist, and if they are 
successful the city engineering department will be 
asked to sketch out their plans immediately. It be- 
gins to look as though this long-standing and vexing 
city problem is beginning to yield to the dictates of 
reason, and that the existing mess at Delmar cross- 
ing will soon be cleared up. 
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EXIT THE SPOKESMAN. 

The White House Spokesman speaketh not. 

That cryptic figure, that prescient oracle, whose 
prophecies and pronouncements for so long dominat- 
ed the news, that fascinating genius whom men have 
variously likened to the demon of Socrates, the genfi 
of the Romans, and the veritable burning bush of 
Moses, has been withdrawn. 

Since the press sometimes directly quoted the 
Spokesman, which {is the same thing as quoting the 
President, and therefore is forbidden, Mr. Coolldge 
has abandoned his second person. This announce- 
ment was made last week. 

The difficulty remains what it was before the 
Spokesman was invented. -It is a very great diffi- 
culty, and there probably is no solution for it. The 
disposition of the President in meeting the press 
twice a week is both kindly and democratic, but it 
invariably exposes him to embarrassment. The con- 
ference is for the information of the press, but not 
every correspondent is up to its confidences. There 
is no help for that, and it is a pity. 
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Southward the course of empire takes its way. 
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A YOUNG CRITIC. 

In his indictment of the Government at the Liberal 
Forum Sunday night, Philip La Follette, son of the 
late Senator from Wisconsin, said: “Before I stand be- 
hind the present President I want to see who is be- 
hind him.” He then proceeded to call this roll: Fall, 
Doheny, Sinclair, Newberry, Smith, Vare, Forbes, 
Kellogg, Mellon, C. Bascom Slemp, Daugherty. 

There is palpable unfairness in this roster. Mr. 
Kellogg cuts a ludicrous figure at times as Secretary 
of State and Mr. Mellon’s dominant interest in the 
aluminum company, in view of the Government’s re- 
luctant and impotent efforts in the prosecution of 
that concern, are proper subjects of criticism; but 
the names of the heads of the State and Treasury de- 
partments may not in justice be linked with those of 
men who by public judgment are convicted of moral 
bankruptcy. 

Nor is it fair to charge the “present President” 
with responsibility for the presence in the Cabinet 
of Fall and Daugherty or the appointment of a 
wastrel such as Forbes. Those men and the evil they 
did were Mr. Coolidge’s heritage, not his handiwork. 
That Mr. Coolidge invited criticism by his failure to 
share the public indignation aroused by the exposure 
of official faithlessness and corruption and his tem- 
porizing in the case of Daugherty, who should have 
been summarily dismissed, is not to be questioned. 
But if Mr. Coolidge had been inaugurated President, 
instead of Vice President, on March 4, 1921, does 
Philip La Follette believe that Fall would have been 
his Secretary of the Interior, Daugherty his Attorney- 
General or Forbes his Director of the Veterans’ 
Bureau? 

Mr. La Follette is a young man of promise. He will 
more nearly fulfill his promise by keeping well with- 
in the spirit as well as the letter of truth in the 
office of critic.

Or would it be better to 
preserve the sovereignty of the Central Americans 
and the friendship of the Latin Americans by playing 
the part of helpfulness and sympathy down there in- 
stead of that of bully? 
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OUR UNLUCKY CENSORS. 

The St. Louis Civic Union appears to be in a cul-de- 
sac. And what a tragic cul-de-sac! The members of 
the Civic Union are in the mood to censor dramas 
and movies, but can’t find any which need censoring. 

Inspired, no doubt, by the example of New York, 
which has lately enacted a law providing for State 
censorship, they have conceived a feeling of responsi- 
bility for the morals of their fellow townsmen. But, 
alas, they have discovered that St. Louis is more vir- 
tuous than New York. We have no shows like “The 
Captive.” The ladies on our stages and screens are 
no nearer nude than those who trip the light fantas- 
tic on the floors of our ballrooms, roof gardens and 
dance halls. So the members of the Civic Union are 
finding themselves out of luck. 

Of course, they might go out to Shaw’s Garden 
and censor the name of the Hooch Tree, which, for 
all one can tell, might inspire some impressionable 
person to violate the dry law. Or they might hunt 
around till they found some nude statues, and then 
demand that they be dressed up in step-ins or plus- 
fours. But this would be like turning an elephant 
hunt into a rabbit chase. 

We are sorry for the members of the Civic Union, 
as we are always sorry for persons who are inspired 
to do good in the world and can’t find the opportun- 
ity. The mythical fellow who was all dressed up 
and had no place to go had nothing on them. 
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Most of the jurors haven’t changed their minds | 
about the Sacco-Vanzetti case, and if they had, they | 
would hate to admit it. 
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CHURCHES IN POLITICS. 
It would be a mistake to interpret the protest of 
Prof. Theodore Graebner of Concordia Seminary 
against the activities of the Federal Council of 
Churches as an attack upon that organization alone. 
It is much more than that. It is essentially a call to 
churchmen to withdraw from politics and again de- 
vote themselves to the spiritual regeneration of man. 
If an observant American were asked to name the 
one feature of his country’s current politics which 
distinguishes it from the politics of a few years ago, 
he would undoubtedly mention the increasing tend- 
ency of religious organizations to employ the power 
of the Government to force the public to conform to 
their religious and ethical beliefs. Prohibition, anti- 
evolution, censorship, blue Sundayism, and so on, 
have been almost purely religious movements and 
have been led by churchmen. When church interfer- 
ence in a nation’s politics has gone to the length of 
amending its Constitution, there can be no question 
that the ideal of absolute separation of church and/ 
State has been eclipsed. 
We know where such an eclipse has always led, 
both in Europe and in America. If it has not always 
meant civil warfare, it has inevitably led to 
civil strife almost as injurious to social well-being as 
warfare. To realize this we have only to recall the 
conditions which existed in Virginia before Jeffer- 
son brought about the disestablishment of the Episco- 
pal Church in that State. Intolerance, bigotry, the 
denial of the right of a nonconformist to hold office, 
and in some cases physical persecution of rival sects, 
were among the social ills against which he waged 
that memorable campaign.

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AL SMITH AND PROHIBITION. 


With regard to Al Smith and the wet and dry is- 
sue, Frank L. Hopkins, in the New York World, says: 
It can be said truthfully that many friends of 

the Governor are trying to give the country at 
large to understand that Gov. Smith, while a wet, 
is not nearly as wet as frequently painted. 
Hopkins, on high authority, predicts that Smith 
will take a stand in favor of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and even in favor of the Volstead act, and that 
his wetness will consist in a proposal to permit the 
states to legislate for themselves on the nonintoxi- 
cating alcoholic content within a limit of 2.75 per 
cent, 

In other words, Smith, who in the past has been re- 
garded as dripping wet, is wringing himself out to 
the point of, being merely moist. This will not de- 
ceive the extreme drys, but it may placate and recon- 
cile the moderates. At least, that is its design. Many 
of Al Smith’s friends, however, would dislike to see 
him engage in such an obvious process of trimming. 
He has been a forthright man, has Al, one you could 
put your finger on, and it is hoped he will remain so 
as a presidential candidate. 

After all, the stand outlined above does not meet 
the wet and dry issue at all. That issue has nothing 
to do with degree of moisture, but with the larger 
question of the right of Government to interfere with 
the personal habits of the people. Al Smith has an 
opinion on that score, and we trust he will express it 
with his customary vigor and force.

It is facing a problem 
which is.equally that of the Republican 
party—a problem which is national in its 
scope and fundamental in its import. And 
that problem is the question of the Ameri- 
can concept of freedom of conscience and of 
religious worship, a question which hereto- 
fore was considercd settled once and for all 
by constitutional guarantees and an enlight- 
ened public opinion. 

“To my mind, nothing could be more pre- 
sumptuous or more insolent than the de- 
mand made by Charles C. Marshall in his 
article in the Atlantic Monthly that Gov- 
ernor Alfred E. Smith make a statement of 
his religious beliefs. Under the constitu- 
tional guarantees which protect every citi- 
zen it is precisely no business of Mr, Mar- 
shall or any other man what are the re- 
ligious convictions of Governor Alfred E. 
Smith. Imagine that uproar which would 
have followed if a Catholic, however dig- 
nified his approach to the subject, had de- 
manded of Candidate Taft a statement of 
his belief on the Immaculate Conception and 
the Divinity of Christ. Yet Mr. Taft be- 
lieved in neither and was elected to the 
presidency. 

“Did anyone inquire of those Catholics 
who entered the World War what was their 
attitude on the question of killing German 
Catholics and Austrian Catholics? Did Gen. 
Pershing, before putting himself and 2,000,- 
000 armed men under Marshal Foch, ask 
the Catholic field marshal what influence 
the Pope had over him? Did Protestants or 
Jews refuse the ministrations of Catholie 
priests?
